LITTLE ROCK.-(/P)—A distinct im- 


provement in the July 1 condition of 
Arkansas' cotton crop over the same 
time of the past three years was not- 
ed in the .condition report issued to- 
day by C. S. Bouton, federal-state 
crop statistician. 


The per cent of a full or perfect 


stand was given as 84, compared with 
77 last year, 80 in 1029, and 80 in 1028. 
The highest per cent stand was re- 
ported in the East Central section and 
the poorest stand was reported just 
west of this section in the Central 
counties. 


The average date on which bloom- 


ing began was reported as July 4, 
about four days Inter than Inst year. 


Acreage of cotton in cultivation on 


July 1 was given as 3,876,000 acres, 
about cgiht per cent less than the 
acreage last year, five per, cent less 
than in 1929 and about the same as 
in 1928. 


The report quoted voluntary crop 


correspondents as saying the decrease 
in acreage was general thrugohout the 
state with the exception of the South- 
eastern section, including Ashley, Chi- 
cot, Desha, Drew, Jefferson and Lin- 
coln counties.
